At that time a board of directors and a 
set of officers were elected to fill the various vacan- 
cies caused by the change in ownership, and the 
stockholders yesterday practically ratified the 
original action.

Jnlins Fleischmann, mayor of Cincinnati, owner 
of several high-class thoroughbreds, announced 
recently that he would devote a great deal of his 
personal attention to racing next year, 

“I’m through with politics,” says Mr. Fleisch- 
mann, “my term of office as mayor expires next 
spring and I’m quite content to step down and out. 

“I don’t imagine I’ll do anything sensational ou^ 
the turf next year, but I’ll have Hnrstbourne, Iras- 
cible, St. Daniel, Wax Candle and Homily to bead 
my stable. These three-year-olds to be are all that 
I have left of the string I raised during the present 
season, but I will have thirty two-year-olds from 
which I expect a few real good ones to materialize. 

“It has been my custom during the last few years 
to dispose of nearly all of my horses at the end of 
the season— sometimes at Saratoga— but I occa- 
sionally keep a horse or two that I have a particu- 
lar fondness for. My intention, however, is to race 
twc-year-olds almost exclusively, and dispose of 
them to the best advantage at the close of each 
season, retaining only a few. 

“ No. I have not decided to race two strings next 
year. The chances are that I will, however. I’m 
going to try for some of the spring stakes at La- 
tonia. and may decide to allow Mr. Welch, who will 
continne to train for me, to appoint a sort of under- 
study, who will have charge of the string he can’t 
take care of himself. The outlook for racing in 
the west seems very bright, and I should not be at 
all astonished i^ there should be an extraordinary 
boom in racing next year.” 



According to reports from the coast the case of 
jockey Bullman is a favorite topic between races at 
Inglesido. Bullman and Tommy Burns wore re 
cently pardoned for insubordination by the Now 
York stewards and have been accepting mounts 
there. Burns has managed to keep on an even keel, 
but Bullman has become involved in all kinds of 
trouble with starter Holtman. He has been fined 
repeatedly for unruly behavior at the gate and has 
been set down for three days. He had no sooner 
served his sentence than he incurred the starter’s 
■displeasure and is now down for two weeks.

Ellison’s 
youngster was given to Mickey Shannon. 

John M., a chestnut colt, by Albert— Annabel, 
has worked well, but Ellison owns his fastest 
youngster in the son of Kingston — Wantage, which 
is yet unnamed. 

“J. W. Schorr owns twenty-two yesrlings, most of 
them being sired by the dead Esher. They have 
received workouts from George Walker, who de- 
veloped Lady Schorr, Alard Scheck, Endurance by 
River, F, W. Erode and ether Schorr winners. 
Walker regards his bast youngster thus far as the 
yearling brother to Judith Campbell. This fellow 
is by Esher, and is as large now as bis famous sis- 
ter, which led the list of Schorr winners in the east 
nntil sold to John E. Madden. There is also an 
unnamed colt by Handsome that worked a quarter 
better than 24 seconds. Schorr yearlings have been 
asked.to pack high weight in all of their trials, and 
while the time in many instances has been slow 
Walker is holding on to all colts and fillies. 

“G. C. Bennett will have the largest number of 
two-year-olds racing in his colors in 19U. In addi- 
tion to some of his own breeding Bennett owns the 
yearling brother to Fly Wheel, by Falsetto — Fright, 
that has done fast work, Bennett also owns a 
relative to Savable, the Futurity winner, in the 
yearling eon of King’s Counsel — Miss Francis, 
Strathmoath, Savable's dam, being the dam of 
Miss Francis. Intrusive, the seven-year-old Med- 
dler horse, recently arrived at the Bennett farm 
and will be bred to Jane, Charm and other former 
race mares stationed here.”

Deceiver is now more famous thau aver, o^- 
ing to the fact that he is the first thoroughbred 
horse Lucian Lyne over threw his leg over. Lyne 
rode the noted stallion around the paddocks of 
Larchmont Stnd when the now great rider was in 
dresses and he and Deceiver have always been 
stanch friends. Lyne has about abandoned his 
proposed trip to New Orleans. His salary with 
Keanes begins January 1 and on that day ho dra\* 
one-third of his salary, a trifle over $6,666. His tri; 
to New Orleans might result in an attack of sick- 
ness. which, if serious, would affect his contrac 
with the Wall street magnate, so it is likely he will 
not be seen again in the saddle in this country nntiy 
he returns from abroad. Ho has made arrange- 
ments to sail for England on February 1 and will 
be in company with J. O. Keene, another Kentuck- 
ian, under engagement to train the coming season 
for General M. E. Lazereff, a Russian imillionaire. 



The stakes for the sprieg meeting of the New 
Louisville Jockey Club have been announced by 
Secretary Price. They are ten in number, includ- 
ing a new stake for the jumpers. This will be the 
first time in ten years that a steeplechase has been 
given at Churchill Downs. No purse will be given 
less than $400, with handicaps in proportion. The 
meeting begins on Derby day. May 2, and continues 
for fifteen racing days. The stakes close on Janu- 
ary 15 and are as follows: 

The Kentucky Derby for 1904, for three-year-olds, 
value $6,000. One mile and a quarter. 

The Kentucky Oaks for 1904, for three-year-old 
fillies, value $3,(XX). One mile and a sixteenth. 

The Louisville Nursey for 1904, for two-year-olds, 
value $6,000. Four and a half furlongs. 

The Debutante Stakes for 1903, for two-year-old 
fillies, $1,000 added. Four furlongs. 

The Bashford Manor Stakes for 1903, for two-year- 
old colts and geldings, $1,000 added. Four and a 
half furlongs. 

The Juvenile Stakes for 1903, for three-year-olds, 
$1,000 rddod. Five furlongs. 

The Clark Handicap for 1903, for three-year-olds 
and upward, $1,500 added. One mils and a six- 
teenth. 

The Frank Fehr Stakes, for three-year-olds and 
upward, $1,000 added. One mile. 

The Blue Grass Stakes for 1993, for three-year- 
olds, $1,000 added. Six and a half furloags. 

The Louisville Steeplechase for 1903, for three- 
year-olds and upward, $1,000 added. About two 
miles. 

In addition to the spring stakes above the Ken- 
tucky Derby ($6,000), the Keutucky Oaks, ($1,000), 
and the Nnrsery Stakes, ($6,000), now closed, will 
also be run at the 1901 meeting. 

Secretary J, W. Rnsswnrm, of the New Tennessee 
Breeders’ Association, annonnees that the Cumber- 
land Darby, for three-year-olds, to be run at Cum- 
berland Park next spring, will have $3,000 added, 
making it worth about $4,500 to the wiener, 

A new race, the Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ 
Handicap, will be inaugurated, and will hereafter 
be a fixture of the Cumberland Park meetings. It 
will have $1,500 added. The distance will be one 
mils. 

The Carter Memorial will be run, of course, and 
in addition to it will be two stakes for two-year- 
olds. l^ch of the two latter will have $1,000 added. 
One wiH be for both colts and fillies and the other 
for fiuies exclusively. These five will comprise the 
stak/ events, and the entries will close on January 
17. ^he dates for the meeting are April 23 to May 
2 ii/clnsive.

The yearling black filly by Lissak— Kildeer (dam 
of Goldsmith), by Darebin, and the yearling bay 
colt by Longflight— Mannie Uimyar (dam of Black- 
stock, by Himyar, owne^ by W. C. Whitney, are 
dead at the Aiken, N. C., breeding establishment of 
the New York millionaire turfman.
